Caught Below Decks They Were Slowly Consumed, While Their Piteous Cries 
For Help Were Heard By Hundreds. 


“>: 


The most dreadful and sensational conflagration 
which has ever visited the East is now a thing of the 
past, and the ashes of many of the dead have been 
washed out of existence in the Hudson river, Con- 
cerning the matter of lives lost no human bemg will 
ever Know the exact number, although a general esti- 
mate puts it at 325, to say nothing of the injured and 
tle missing Ones. So far as the property destroyed is 
concerned the amount swept unway by the flames is in 
the neighborhood of $5,000,000. 

The mere fact of the burning up and destroying of 
three big steamships, the wharves at which they were 
lying and the tremendous amount of goods stacked 
roof high are as nothing compared to the sensational 
incidents which marked the holocaust, the wholesale 
und fearful destruction of human life, the fruitiess fight 
for lite of the nen who were caught like rats in a trap 
below decks, and the agonizing screams and piteous 
appeals tor help of the dying. Imagine the picture of a 
row of pain-distorted faces peering out of 11l-ineh port 
holes, begging to be rescued by men who were com- 
pelled to look on and see them die, It seems as if the 
awtul horror of the fire flend has reached the climax, 
and that no more ingenious or soul-racking vorture 
could have been devised, 

‘The fire started from aspark on one of the North 
Gerinan Lloyd piers at Hoboken, N. J., and inside of 
five minutes wrapped in flames all the piers ajjoining 
nud fired the Sanle, the Bremen and the Main, three 
trans-atiantic liners moored and unable to move away 
in time to escape. Fire brig- 
ude after fire brigade re- 
sponded to the hurried alarm, 
and the crews of the three 
ill fated vessels began to 
work for their very lives. 
The first to swing clear, _ . 
burning from stem to stern, 
was the Sanle, and the meu 
who came to the rescue in . 
tugs saw heads stuck out of sil 
little port holes and brawny 
arms summoning help. Halt 
ot the crew were downin the 
hold cut off trom the deck, 
und no human power could 
possibly help them, 

The alarm of fire extended 
across the river to New 
York, and a fleet of tire tugs 
with steam already up for just such an emergency, sped 
across and began to pour water over the mass of heated 
steel and iron, 

By this time the Mainand the Bremen had been cut 
away, und they, too, floated out into the ebb tide, each 
with acargo of doomed souls aboard shrieking like 
maniaes for help, 

Capt. Mirow’s Heroism. 


There is not the space in this paper to tell all the 
feartul taies of this great Calamity, but there 1s enough 
to vive a general idea of the borror of it. Through it 
all one figure stands out heroically against the dark 
background, Tt is that of Capt. Mirow, the commander 
of the Saale. His superb heroism in a splendid, stub- 
born effort to save his ship, cost him his life. He died 
to save her and the hundreds aboard, hls life bound up 
in the life of-his command. 

The first warning found him on deck. The ery 
passed upward from the pier, and with it the echo 
“Save the ships!’’ Schueffer, the first officer, and Mi- 
row were aft 
' Mirow took in at a glance, his companions say, the 
danger that beset them. Those of the crew within hail, 
at his order, beat to quarters. 

“Cast off the lines!” he roared, 

Phere was no one shoreward, The flames roared 
across and the Saale was in the fold of doom. 

‘An axe—cut loose forrard !"’ yelled Mirow. 

‘The crew on the tfo’castie head chopped and hacked 
at the lines. They fell one by one; the Saale was free. 
Mirow stenped back from the rail, crossed through the 
waist and appeared at the port side.

Suddenly his boathook stuck in an Open port, and the 
lifeboat’s way was checked, For out from that dead- 
light came «a woman's wail so tull of anguish and

Walcott 
Was thenat his best, while the Saginaw lad was just 
blossoming into a champion. The dusky fighter, to 
demonstrate his d.sregard for the little fellow who was 
fast Winning the admiration of the fight-loving public, 
essayed to knock him out in fifteen rounds, Singularly 
enough the best judges of fighting opined that he would 
be successiul, and 2 and 3 to 1 were the odds offered 
with few takers. On that occasion Lavigne completely 
turned the tubtes on his adversary. Lnustead of keeping 
away ound resorting to defensive tactics to enable him 
to stay the limit, the “Kid” really forced hostilities 
from the outset and beat Walcott so badly that it was 
only by resorting to coercive meausurés that the dusky 
Ife wanted to

As IT have pointed out sev- 
eral times MeGovern is totthe kind of a fighter who 
Will be content to test his opponents hitting powers 
without making an effort in bis own behalf, and T am 
pretiy sure he will try to. turn the tables upou Erne, 
He realizes that he has the latter handicapped in the 
matter of weight, that he can hitas hard if not harder 
than Kroe; he possesses confidence in his ability, and 
after analyzing all the conditions [ do notsee why he 
should hesitate to fight with the object of defeating his 
ndversiry inas quick and decisive a manner as pos- 
sible. Atany rate it will be one of the greatest pugi 
listic events ever witnessed and if the old garden, the 
scene of many hallowed memories, is not packed to 
suffocation I shall be inexpressibly surprised.

Since defeating Tom Sharkey in such a de- 
cisive manner, Gus Rublin looms up as the only logics) 
opponent for Jun Jeffries ina mitch for championship 
honors. I had thought matters would have been ar- 
ranged betore now, but Billy Brady’s absence in Europe 
provides an excuse for the delay, none of his satellites 
caring to assume the responsibility of making the match. 
Al. Smith, at Sheepshead Bay, on Reulization day 
showed me a letter in which he had been duly author- 
ized to represent Brady in the mutchmaking, but 
there is an injunction restraining Smith from making 
any conditions to involve Jeffries in a match until his 
arm 1s entirely well. In the letterof instruction Brady 
does not say how soon Jeffries will be able to enter the 
ring. Brady said that Jeffries’ left arm is in a very 
weak condition, and that he will not allow him to fight 
until it is perfectly well. The champion’s manager 
hopes the injured arm will be sound before Sept. 1, as 
he would rather have the fight take plac’ in Greater 
New York than any other place. 

“Tt Jeffries’ arm isn’t well by Sept. 1,’’ continued 
Brady, “then Tam willing to allow Jeffries to meet 
Rutilin before any reputable club in the country. Jef- 
tries admits that Sharkey’s conqueror deserves first 
chance.”’ 

Billy Madden, who is looking after Rulilin’s inter- 
ests, is not disposed to place too muct: confidence in 
that story about the present condition of that injured 
arm, and cites in support of his views that Brady 
oftered to fight Jeff against Corbett again two weeks 
atter their late battle. Madden knows the value of a 
title and realizes that ifany money is to be meade out of 
a fight for the championship title it must be done be- 
fore Sept. 1, when the Horton law goes out of exis:- 
ence in New York State. His ultimatum is as follows; 
*Ruhlin is ready to meet Jeffries, and really prefers 
Jeffries has 
said that he would make a mateh with Ruhlin. But
